rifees, being not difpofed either to underftand or 
practice things plainly delivered, will not appre. 
bed them, bur will choak themfelves with the 
Husks, inftead of feeding upon the Kernel. We 
may add to this, thar this way of Parables in many 
Cafes came more home roMensContciences, and car- 
ried more Conviction with it, than any other more 
exprefs and direct way of tpeaking.

(we believe without Offence) thar this Treatife 
is by general confent the beft that was ever writ 
upon the Subject, acd leaves but little room for 
the furure Labors of ochers, unlefs in amplifying 
what is there delivered in a more contracted Style, 
which notwith{tanding wants nothing either of 
due Weight or Perfpicuity. Of {uch larger Trea- 
tifesthere are ‘ndeed many in all Languages, which 
he may either occaftona'ly afterwards confult, or 
perufe if he think fir.

London, March 7th. 


N Sunday left, came in Letters 
from Lisbon, dated the 1ath of 
February, O. S. With advice, 
that in September laft, 5 French 
Men of War and a Bomb Veffel 
came to the Coaft ofBrazil under 
Englith Coiours, landed about 120¢ Men at Rio- 
janeiro, and made themfelves Maflers of part of 
the Town, bur the Inhabitants perceiving them to 
be Enemics, rook up Arms and attacked the French 
with fo much Vigour, that they were all either 
killed or rakem Prifcners; the Porrugueze had a- 
bour 500 Men killed and wounded in that A@ion. 
A Dutch outward bound Eaft-India Ship called 
the Hondeskirk, which lacely failed from Holland, 
is arrived at Lisbon, having loft all her Mafts in 
a violent Storm; fhe can give no account of the 
Men of War and the reft of the Ships thar were 
feperated by that Storm. They write from Dub- 
lin that 2 homeward bound Baft-India Ships, cal- 
led the Abingdon and the Nathaniel, were Kil- 
lebeg’, the Mafter reports, that the Duke and 
Dutche!s two Ships belonging to Briftol, were put 
into Batavia from the South Sea, very richly 
Jaden in their retarn to England. Monday laft, a 
Proclamation was publifhed for a genera! Faft, to 
be obferved throughout England, Wales and the 
Town of Berwick upon Tweed, on Tuelday the 
2%th Inftant, for imploring a Blefling upon Her 
Majefties Arms, and thofe of her Allies, both by 
Sea and Land. By the Let:ers from Barcelona, 
of the 13th of January, we have an account that 
the Refolution Man of War, Caprain Richard 
Haddork Commander, which was one of the Squa- 
dron there under the Command of Sir John Nor. 
ris; was by a very hard Gale of Wind drove 
from their Anchors and ftranded, but the Captain 
and moft of the Men were faved.
